It is not neutral on 
the issue, in fact it presently 
broadcasts Public Service 


Announcements against the use of 
drugs, and puts people in 
touch with the Aquarian Effort 
Crisis Line. The station has yet to 
receive official notification of the 
ruling and probably won’t until 
the California State College Board 
of Trustees meet again, since the 
Trustees are the official licensees 
Since KERS is licensed to serve 
the public, it is currently asking 
its listeners to make their opinions 
known by writing KERS or the 
elected representatives in 
Washington. “Since the staff of 
KERS are not drug _ users 
themselves,” according to John 
Roberts, News Director, “they 
have not attempted to censor 
their broadcasts.” All of the 
stations in California with licenses 
up for renewal in 1971, including 
KERS, will have their licenses 
renewed in December. “Five 
stations in the United States have 
already filed suits because of the 
ruling,” according to Mr. Roberts, 
“and the fall should see many 
more suits filed in California.” 
Nicholas Johnson, in discussing 
the constitutionality of the ruling, 
had this to say,“There is going to 
have to be some. kind of 
test It’s inconceivable to me 
that any court in this country 
would think of upholding the 
FCC action, of taking away a 
license contents of 
programming, particularly 
anything with socially redeeming 
importance of an artistic context, 
which by definition all this music 
would have.’

At times one begins to wonder at the stupidity of the U.S. Congress 
Often this becomes the dominate theme of their decisions, which are 
generally well-intentioned but lack the true integrity and quality 
demanded of a body of legislators whose tasks involves steering the 
nation on an even keel 

The most recent legislative decision which falls prey to the theme of 
stupidity is the denial of further funding for the SST. Congress was 
asked to determine the priorities of the controversy; possible pollution 
of the atmosphere and further ta». revenue expenditure Or progress in 
the aero-space field and continued job employment for those involved 
on (e project 

Following the due process of any decision in Congress, committee 
hearings, committee fights, floor speeches, lobbyists badgering. 
executive arm-twisting, pubdlic opinion polls and a host of other 
deterents to any possible coherent definition of the problem and a sane 
decision; the program was discontinued and the liberals rejoiced. We do 
not find fault with the ultimate decision of the Congress, believing as 
they do that the SST has no future in the U.S. commercial air 
transportation business, but rather find fault with the method by which 
the final burial of the SST was accomplished 

A sizeable work force of technical engineers were put out of jobs, 
taxpayers money which was used to subsidize a project never 
completed was wasted and al! hecause the Congreee couldn't, in their 
infinite wisdom, realize that it would have been better to complete the 
SST and then cancel further funding, which would have at least given a 
the U.S. a prototype with which to conduct testing 

The argument about throwing good money after bad is valueless at 
this point. Figures in the iat! .ons and billions are relative when one 
considers that the SST is reaching final completion stage and only a 
little more funding would have been required to finish the prototype p 

Then again, the work force would have been given ample warning that 
their jobs would be terminated in the near future and thus a phasing 
out process would have occurred instead of the abrupt firing 

If the SST is really a hazard to our environment, why not complete 
the prototype and let it prove its valuelessness 

In the end we can only conclude that the Congress acted out of good 
faith. but used the wrong channels in doing so

Having 
climbed hundreds of mountains 
since the age of fifteen, Plummer 


already has his credit the 
conquering of Mt. Logan, the 
second highest peak in North 


America. He accepted the request 
to join the expedition from 
Warren Bleser, who accompanied 
him on his Mt. Logan climb 
During that climb, Plummer faced 
one of the most dangerous 
Situations for a mountaineer, 
when an avalanche closed off his 
path. Fortunately, they were able 
to get around the avalanche but 
Plummer thinks avalanches might 
pose a problem for them in the 
future climb 

A significant complication ibout 


this climb is that two groups, a 
British team in 1962, and a 
Japanese team in 1965, have 
already failed to conquer this 
mountain. Hoping to succeed 
where others have failed, the team 
Plummer will be with plans on 
taking a more direct, although 
more difficult route. They will 
also be putting their low level 


equipment into better use in high 
altitudes. As a preliminary climb 
to get used to climbing as a team, 
the group will be going to Peru 
this summer
